A dispatch 
from Ottawa, 111., of 
Thursday, says: Fificen towns in the 
Illinois and Fox River Valleys are un- 
der water and property to the value of 
millions of dollars has been swept away 
or destroyed. 


It has been raining almost incessant- 
ly for four days. 
The rivers rose rap- 
idly and the volume of wnier now in 
the channels is greater than in the big 
floods of 1874. Hundreds of thous- 
ands of acres of fertile farming lands 
in which crops have just been planted 
are under water. 
Portions of Jollet, 
Morris, Seneca, Marsailles and Ottawa 
on the Illinois River are inundated and 
manufacturing plants on the river ear- 
ned away. 
'Phe climax of the down 
pour came early this (Thuisday) morn- 
ing, when a cloudburst occurred over 
the Illinois River Valley near Ottawa. 
The Rock Island Ra.lway tracks are 
submerged for twenty 
miles 
between 
Seneca and Peru and no trains are nin- 
nmg. 
Northern Ottawa is a lake trom 
four 10 eight feet deep, extending west- 
ward along both sides of the canal ior 
nearly a mile. 
The window ^lass, 
flint glass and chimey houses and 30 
blocks of residences are inundated. 
People communicate with the houses 
by boat. 'The Illinois River reached 
a pomt twenty feet above low water 
mark this morning and stopped opera- 
tions in '.he mills and factories along 
the banks. 
At Twin Bluffs the creek 
submerged the Peerless Brick 
Works 
and washed out the Rock Island Rail- 
road track for 100 yards, the road-bed 
rails and ties being gone. 
The entire 
town ot Utica, 5 miles west, is under 
water and many families are camping 
on the bluffs. 
Three miles of the Rock 
Lland Road is under water on both 
sides of Utica. 
La Salle and Peru, 
the iwin maiioiacturing cities, are lo 
cated on the north bluffs, but all the 
manufacturing interests of both are on 
the river. ' The great zinc 
workSt* roll- 
ing mills and glass factories shut dovvn 
this morning and every effort is being 
made to save the property. 
The bot- 
toms, two miles wide, opposite 
Peru, 
are covered with water, the street rail- 
way houses and tracks and the waters 
are still piling up about 
them. 
The 
storm at that point was equally as se- 
veie as in Ottawa. 
At Oswego and 
Drayton, on the Fox river, much dam- 
age has been 
inflicted. 
Marseilles, 
seven miles east of Ottawa, on the Il- 
linois River, is under water. 
A dozen 
manuiactunng plants have been com- 
pelled to shut down. 
East Marseilles 
is a lake. 
The creek running through 
it is spanned by a stone culvert, which 
became clogged up early this morning 
and submerged many of the houses. 
Spring Valley and Tiskilwa are great 
sufferers and the Rock Island Rdtlruad 
at both places is washed out.

A movement has begun to cause the 
I return o( all the Chinese in the United 
I States to China, in consequence of the 
' exclusion bill. 
Secret conferences are 
I being held in all the larger cities of the 
country looking to perfecting plans for 
the exodus. 
This week a conierence 
of the Chinese of Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land, and several other 
neighl')oring 
Stales has been held in this city attend- 
ed by hundreds of the more influential 
celestials. 
Delegates 
attended 
from 
many cities,but all the doings are kcjit 
a profound secret and Chinatown is 
mum on the matter. 
These meetings 
were to have been held in Baltimore, 
but the fact leaked out and was pub- 
lished in the Baltimore papers. There- 
upon Gong Hoi, the Baltimore mag- 
nate, who is also the grandmaster of the 
Chinese Masons, issued an edict trans 
fernng the meetings to Philadelphi. 
The main subjects discussed were the 
articles published in the Mung Gee, 
the Chinese weekly publ'shed in San 
Francisco by War Kee, the editor, in 
which are detailed the public meetings 
which have been held in China, partic- 
ular attention being called to the one 
addressed by the Emperor himself. The 
article concludes as follows;— 


i'Our country has at last awakened 
to the fact that us children and their 
paternal and ancestral gods have been 
unduly imposed upon. 
Why, does not 
our motherland d o likewise to the un- 
believinsi American 
race? 
But the 
time IS coming when our rights must be 
respected. 
Tne father has asserted his 
wjllmgness to listen to the appeal of 
his children,and when we have all done 
our duty properly the edict will go 
forth prohibiting relations of any kmd 
between China and the United States. 
A nerican capital will be driven from 
our native lands, ships will not be al- 
lowed to land in our ports and in fact 
we will erect another wall in a com- 
mercial sense, but then there are pro- 
visions which must be abided by if we 
ask our home Government to enforce 
these restrictions, it is made imperative 
upon every Chinaman to return to his 
native hearth. 


If anyone has not the means, proper 
transportation will be provided for him, 
and be it well understood by all in 
case this action is taken by our Govern- 
ment, and we acquiese in all its provi- 
sions, he who disregards the order to 
leave the country criminates himself m 
the eyes of the all seeing ministry, and 
will, in case he treads the flowry walks 
later in lile, do so at the risk of losing 
his head. 
See that your thoughts and 
actions are well weighed, have 
your' 
meetings well attended and conducted 
with the utmost secrecy, and in due 
time success must come to our cause 
and retaliation be the watchword on 
our banners." 


A monster meeting lo be held in 
Boston was proposed, and it was sug- 
gested that Tsui, the Minister at Wash- 
ington, be asked to attend and give his 
opinion on the movement in question, 
but the wiser heads expressed 
grave 
doubts of the invitation being accepted, 
as they say that tiie Minister by so do- 
ing would compromise himseK, Thurs- 
day night Jo Chung, one of the lead- 
ing lights, harangued the meeting for 
over two hours, Gong Hoi also made 
an address, apologizing for the publici- 
ty the Baltimore meeting has sustain- 
ed.

"SPIJBNDID 
GARDEN." 


My garden is ten rods long and eight 
wide, writes a correspondent. 
I plow 
as soon in spring as it gets dry enough to 
work well. 
While plowing I call all my 
bens in, say 150, to pick up tho worms; 
they have a feast. Tho next day I harrow 
line, and plant and do all I can to keep 
the hens at work to set rid of worms. I 
then sow all small seeds in rows the 
whole length of garden, as straight as a 
line can be drawn, twenty-eight inches 
apart, raking wide enough for one row, 
and draw lino and mark with end of hoe- 
handle close to line about an inch deep. 
Then I sow the seeds, such as beets, let- 
tuce, onions, cabbage, carrots, spinach, 
parsnips, tomatoes, 
etc.; remove the 
line and pat the dirt on the seeds with 
the back of the rake, so as to Cover 
the 
seeds 
about 
half 
an 
inch 
deep, 
and 
they 
always 
grow. 
Next, I rake enough for another row and 
sow, and so on until all the small seed 
are sown. 
I plant two rows of English 
multiplier onions—one row of large and 
one of small—in the same way, only I use 
the corner of .the hoe for a marker, for 
they must be planted deeper, and a 
couple of rows of peas a foot apart; cover 
as before with back of rake, and pat the 
soil firm; they are sure to grow. 
Treat 
cucumbers, squash, beans, etc., thesame, 
only farther apart; potatoes, three fset; 
corn 2 i feet. 
The whole garden is 
planted in rows lengthwise. 
It is a great 
pleasure to run a good cultivator up and 
down between the rows and see the weeds 
turn up their toes and die. 
Try this plan, 
dear reader. 
I let hens roam over my 
garden all they wish, and somehow they 
don't scratch up anything, perhaps be- 
cause I feed them every day and have no 
dog. 
It may be they don't know where 
the seeds are. 
One thing I know, all 
passers-by look with admiration, and 
often say, "Oh, see what a splendid gar- 
den; I never saw the like of it."—Ger- 
xnantown Telegraph. 


n o w TO SUPPLY PLANT FOOD, 


It is of great advantage to farmers and 
horticulturists, to understand the me- 
thods by which plants take up their 
food from the soil, thinks A. B. 33arrett, 
for it will enable one to understand the 
special needs of his soil much better. 
There must be an economy in feeding 
plants, as well as in feeding animals, and 
as the needs of plants are better under- 
stood the more we are enabled to prac- 
tice this, 
A great part of the manure 
that has been apphed to plants has been 
lost simply owing to ignorance on this 
subject. 
The true economy in feeding 
plants is to know the value of a rotation 
of crops. 
Special functions are per- 
formed by dilierent crops, and they live 
on dilierent substances in the soil and 
air. 
The corn crop, for instance, has 
the great power of growing almost con- 
tinuously upon the same soil, or at least 
until the nitrates of the soil are ex- 
hausted, 
In time they carry away a 
great deal of nitrogen, which weakens 
the soil for certain other plants. 


While the corn crop can grow for a 
long period upon the native soil which 
has not been manured, tho root crop on 
the other hand depends largely upon 
manures well supplied with phosphates. 
They also exhaust the soil of nitrates, 
but not quite so rapidly as the corn. 
Tho leguminous plants, clover esijecially, 
are said to return nitrogen to the soil, 
and are great crops to follow the corn. 
It is somewhat doubtful about the clover 
plants gathering iheir nitrogen from the 
air, as some claim, but if not from tho 
atmosphere the long roots bring it up 
from the sub-soil. 
By tho long roots 
they stir up tho soil and collect nutriti- 
ous material which the other crops fail 
to reach. These crops are more depend- 
ent upon soil and climate than upon 
manures for their growth, 


Tho true theory of cultivating the 
Boil then is to economize in manure con- 
sistently, and to use the other simple 
methods which nature gives us. 
Nutria 
fication of the soil has to take place in 
the spring before tho plants can grow, 
and this is forwarded by good plowing 
and stirnng, SD that the sun and air can 
^York uj)on it! 
Thorough cultivation is 
thus often more essential than manure. 
A judicious rotation of crops, including 
tho three different kinds of plants, corn 
or wheat, roots and clovers, should also 
be adopted, to get the most benefit from 
the soil. 
In this way less manure will 
be reauired, and the soil will always be 


kef t supplied with all tho plant food 
required. 
This is intensive farming on 
an intelligent plan.—Boston Cultivator. 


MISTAKES IN CHEESE MAKING. 


The usual method of 
the 
cheoso 
maker is to rush tho process of making, 
and in far too many cases, attempt a 
big yield at the expense of quality. 
lu 
many factories, the night's milk is held 
over until morning, and the morning's 
milk then added. 
The night's milk is 
usually warmed up in advance, tho new 
milk added as it arrives, and when tho 
last can goes in, tho milk is ready to set. 
The rennet is quickly introduced, and 
then the curd is heated up to ninety-six 
degrees or ninety-eight degrees as soon 
as possible. 
The haste to cook, salt and 
get to press is observed as in tho first 
process, and the result is cheese of all 
grades of texture, quality and 
"be- 
havior," and often final disaster. 
Is 
there no remedy? 


If our cheese makers, to begin with, 
will insist upon taking in no milk that 
is not up to standard,and then go slower 
themselves, a great gain would be made. 
Let this heating up wait until all the 
milk is received and then gradually heat 
up the mixed milk, keeping it well 
stirred until ripened. 
It will then work 
evenly and uniformly, and give a sound 
curd at the end. 
Milk is not worked 
down smooth enough, as a rule, before 
the rennet is introduced. The method of 
adding the rennet needs a little reform. 
It chould be made more dilute. 
The 
small amount is not sufficient to bo thor- 
oughly mixed with tho milk. 
If the 
same amount of rennet is diluted with at 
least three volumes of warm water and 
then added, better coagulation will re- 
sult. 
The cooking or scalding is often 
done too hastily. 
The heat should be 
raised very 
slowly, 
and 
at 
inter- 
vals 
it 
should 
be 
held 
steady 
for a 
short 
time, and 
then 
steam, 
again turned on. 
What is the object of 
cooking curd?—to scald it, or is it a 
method of promoting rennet action? It 
is questionable whether, taking one day 
with another, milk is not set too warm, 
and later on scalded at least ten degrees 
too high. 
Some late developments seem 
to indicate that eighty degrees is warm 
enough for milk when set, and eighty- 
six degrees to scald, rather than ninety- 
six degrees or ninety-eight degrees, the 
usual temperature- 
Tho operation of 
cheese making should be to make a good 
cheese and retain all of the butter fats 
possible. 
But the moment milk or curd 
is warmed up to eighty-eight degrees, 
the oil in them tends to liquify, and es- 
capes with the fluids, being lost as food. 
Of course it will take longer to cook a 
curd—twice as long—but some Cana- 
dian experimenters are finding that they 
thus get as fine cheese as they ever did, 
with a pound less of milk for a pound 
of cheese. 


The acid needs to be developed in our 
curds in a dryer way, after they have 
been taken out of the whey, and tho 
curds kept warm for this development 
to take place. 
The sink or drainers of 
our factories should be made double, 
so that a little live steam can be intro- 
duced under the jacket, and the curds 
kept uniformly warm, until they will 
pull the threads of the requisite length. 
Then it should bo broken up, cooled 
and salted by some curd mill process, 
or otherwise. 
This should be a pains- 
taking operation, so that the curd shall 
not be lacerated, allowing the fats, in 
part, to escape on the least provocation. 


Much good curd ia injured by allow- 
ing it to remain too long in the whey 
after the acid is developed. On the other 
hand, some curds are put to press before 
they have taken on acid enough, or been 
properly worked and aerated, and then 
dumped into the hoops too 
warm. 
Definite rules should be observed on tho 
point, when, and at what temperature 
the salt should be added, and at what 
stage of acidity and temperature the curd 
shall be put to press. 
Many curds are 
hooped too warm, and the after per- 
formance of tho cheese is largely due to 
this cause,—American Agriculturist,

Days of Natural Gas Numbered. 
The days of natural gas are numbered. 
There is surprising unanimity among the 
mining engineers on this point. 
They 
agree that more gas maybe found, and 
that wells may continue to flow to some 
extent, but they say experience has 
proven that the supply cannot be de- 
pended upon for manufacturing or for 
heating purposes. The amount of natural 
gas reached its maximum two years ago. 
It has fallen oil each year since, not- 
withstanding the large number of new 
wells bored. 
Said a Pittsburg engineer 
in Baltimore recently: 
have had a 


pretty bad time this winter in Pittsburg. 
The flow has given out repeatedly just 
at a time perhaps when most needed. 
People who had no coal in their houses 
have had the gas go out on them in some 
of the very coldest weather. 
Manufac- 
turers who depended on gas for fuel 
have had to shut down. 
Jiusiness has 
been deranged and home life has been 
made miserable. 
Some people are still 
boring wells and trying to keep up a 
supply by tapping places, but with only 
partial success. 
One after another tho 
wells give out. 
When they cease flow- 
ing the only thing to be done is to turn 
the valve and leave them alone. 
Some- 
times a well will start up again and flow 
gas after it has been Idle for some time« 
But all seem to reach a stage of exhaus- 
tion sooner or latere 
Manufacturers are 
going back to coal again, and house- 
holders are agreeing that it will not do 
to depend upon natural gas. 
One thing 
has been made certain, the theory that 
this manufacture of gas is going on fast 
enough to ¿upply tho flow is all wrong. 
It is a slow process. 
We have already 
bored holes enough to overtask nature/' 
—New Orleans Times-Democrat. 


What Saow Is. 


Snow is frozen water in the form of 
frozen crystals. 
When water freezes it 
first crystallizes in the form of needles, 
which gather in masses of a hexagonal 
iorm, and as the ice forms these needles 
cross each other in all directions, but al- 
ways keeping this six-sided star 
shape. 
When 
vapor of water 
freezes, these 
needles are exceedingly fine, and do not 
gather in solid masses as ice, but in a 
soft spongy mass Jield togetüer by 
the 
interlacing of them. 
This may bo seen 
when a snowfiake is caught, as it is fall- 
irg, on tho sleeve of a coat, and it forms 
very often some beautiful examples of tho 
peculiar mode in which water crystallizes. 
Tho snow thus formed is very light and 
porous, and holds a large quantity of air 
between the crystals, and this gives the 
protecting efiect of 
tho snow 
against 
cold, and also causes its white color, 
while solid ice is blue.—New 
York 
Times. 


NAW POTATOES CLEAIT GIJA-^S. 


To clean bottles, cut a raw potato into 
small pieces, and then put them into tho 
bottle with a tablespoonful of salt and 
two tablespoonfuls of water. Shako well 
together until every mark is removed.—

CLEANING ALABASTEU FIGUUES. 


Alabaster figures are cleaned with tho 
following mixture:

MENDING LACE. 


The mending of lace is quite a fine art 
in itself, and many professional menders, 
who are usually French or German, earn 
handsome livings working at this dainty 
task. 


A knowledge of lace stitches is neces- 
sary in mending lace. 
If an ordinary 
piece should tear mend it with lace 
thread, which comes in small soft balls 
at five or ten cents a ball. 
Imitate the 
ground-work mesh to the best of your 
ability. 
Before taking a stitch, how- 
ever, baste the lace to be mended upon a 
piece of embroidery leather or stiff paper, 
otherwise it will be drawn out of shape. 
In pulling out the basting threads after 
mending be sure to cut or snip the 
threads into short lengths, draw out and 
lift from the leather when perfectly free. 
—Detroit Free Press. 


A CNEESE-CLOTN QUILT. 


An excellent comfortable is about six 
feet long, by four feet wide and is made 
of pale bhie cheese-cloth covered with 
tufts of pale pink worsted, with a cro- 
cheted edge of the same. If one desires, 
the two sides of the cover may be made 
of different colors, as, one of pale blue, 
the other of pale pink. 
Having made 
the outside of the cover of the length 
and width desired—and many make 
them lar^e enou2:h for a double bed— 
_ 


lay one side on any flat surface, floor, 
xable or even bed, spread on a layer of 
cotton, place the other outside cover on 
smoothly, and tack in alternate lines at 
intervals of about four or five inches. 
Tie at each point of tacking a n u m b e r - 
say fourteen—bits of worsted about an 
inch and one half long. 
They may be 
very pretty and just as comfortable with- 
out the worsted, which costs more than 
all tho rest of the material together. 
The edges may be simply bound, turned 
in or feather-stitched—New York Re- 
corder. 


SOME DISHES FOR INVALIDS. 


Rice Flour, or Arrowroot Gruel—Mix 
two teaspoonfuls of fiour and an even 
saltspoonful of salt to a smooth, thin 
paste with cold water, add a cup of boil- 
ing water and cook for five minutes. Stir 
well at first. If cooked in a double 
boiler it will take longer. 
Stiain, add 
sugar if liked, and then a little warm 
milk or cream. 


Barley Gruel—Wash two tablespoon- 
fuls of pearl barley in two waters (boil- 
ing), pour off the water,thenadd a quart 
of cold water,a small teaspoonful of salt 
and boil gently for an hour. 
It should 
then 
be 
reduced one-half. 
Strain, 
sweeten to taste and add lemon juice or 
nutmeg if liked. 
A pound of lean, juicy 
beef chopped fine and boiled with the 
barley is an excellent nourishment.—New 
York World. 


Egg Gruel —This will cure a cold if 
taken as soon as the slightest symptoms 
appear. 
Beat the yoke of an egg with a 
teaspoonful of sugar and a small pinch 
of salt, fltir into this gradually a cup of 
hot milk, then the white of the egg 
beaten to a stiff froth. 
Drink at once. 


Gruel With Raisins—Invalids 
some- 
times fancy the flavor of raisins. 
The 
fruit must be boiled in very little water 
for about twenty minutes, and if milk 
gruel is desired it should be poured on 
the cooked raisins. 
They should 
be 
strained out before the gruel is served. 


Oatmeal Gruel—This should bo cook- 
ed in a double boiler for three hours. 
Use granulated oatmeal only, and allow 
three quarters of a cup to a quart of boiU 
ing water. 
If allowed 
by the 
doctor 
this should bo served over a tart roasted 
apple and sugar and- cream over 
tho 
whole. 


Toast 
Water—Not only 
quenches 
thirst, but IS also nourishing if 
made 
thus: 
Toast two cups of bread 
crusts 
until dark brown; this requires care as 
burning spoils tho flavor; soak in a pint 
of cold water for an hour, strain, add a 
little chopped ice,and it is ready for use; 
milk and sugar are sometimes added. 


Tamarind Water—Simmer for an hour 
an ounce of tamarinds with two of stoned 
raisins in a pint and a half of 
water; 
strain and serve when cool. 


Broiling—When broiling birds, chops, 
etc,, for invalids, wrap in buttered pa- 
per; there is then no danger of burning, 
and they are kept moist. 


Beef Juice—Broil a thick piece of tho 
round of beef until just warmed through; 
put a large piece into the lemon squeezer 
and press out all tho juice; this also 
makes a strengthening and 
delicious 
gravy to pour over a slice of roast beef 
or a bit of tenderloin.

Tho Real Australia. 


Among the tacit 
misconceptions into 
which distant critics are most likely to 
fall about antipodean affairs is that which 
is based upon ignorance of the enormous 
area aud possibilities of 
the colonies. 
Especially is this likely in the United 
States, where the 
assumption may be 
that, as the population of Australia is 
about the same as that of 
the thirteen 
original seaboard colonies of America,the 
surface over which they are distributed 
is also approximately the same. 
As a 
matter of fact there is no such propor- 
tion, New South Wales alone is as large 
as they were; Tasmania,the Rhode Island 
of Australia, is as large 
as that State, 
with New Jersey, New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts 
added; 
Victoria, 
the 
smallest colony of the continent, is equal 
in size to Great Britain; Queensland sur- 
passes the united areas of Austria, France 
and Germany; South Australia, one-third 
greater than 
Queensland, is nearly as 
large as Western Australia, which of 
Itself has nearly four times the extent of 
Texas, while the two colonies together 
are larger than the whole 
of Europe 
without Russia. 
The seven colonies be- 
tween them occupy a territory greater 
than that of the United States, exclud- 
ing Alaska. 
It is true that at present 
Australia has barely four million inhab- 
itants, but these imaense areas repre- 
sent a potential population to which it 
is impossible to set bounds. 
No part of 
the continent is so hot and so unhealthy 
13 to forbid white settlement, and if the 
strip of 
low-lyiag coast-lands in the ' 
Qorth be omitted, there is no part of it 
pet colonized in which Europeans can- | 
aot work.

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What Tholr Tails Aro Good For-%. 


Clothes ol Their Skins—Toachiuff 
Them Tricks—Rats as Food. 


A rat's tail is a wonderful thing, 
Tht 
'great naturalist, Cuvier, says that there 
arc more muscles in this curious appoud- 
igro than are to be found in that part of 
'the huninu anatomy "which is most ad- 
mired for its ingenious structure—namely, 
>the hand. 
To the rat, in fact, its tail 
serves as a sort of hand, by means of 
which the animal is enabled to crawl 
along narrow ledges or other difilcult 
passages, using it to balance with or to 
gain a hold. 
It is prehensile, like the 
tails of some monkeys. 
By means of it 
the little benst can jump up heights 
otherwise inaccessible, employing it as a 
projectile spring. 


It has often been said that the glove- 
makers of Paris make use in their trade 
"Oi the skins of rats which are caueht in 
the sewers, but this is denied. 
Certainly, 
says the Washington Sta7\ the material 
would not be strong enough to success- 
fully counterfeit the kid, unless it were 
for the thumb parts only, which arc gen- 
erally of a thinner and different kind of 
leather from the rest. 
Suggestion has 
•been made that the trade 
might be 
•opened with the Chmese for the skins of 
the rats they cat. 
A thrifty Welshman 
.at one time exhibited himself publicly in 
England attired in a costume composed 
from top to toe of latskins, which he had 
spent three years and a half in collecting. 
The dress was made entirely by himself. 
It consisted of hat, neckerchief, coat, 
waistcoat, trousers, tippet, gaiters and 
shoes. 
The number of rats required to 
complete the suit was 670. 
Most curious 
•of the garments was the tippet, com- 
posed entirely of rats* tails. 
At one 
time a batch of several thousand ratskins 
•was imported from France into England 
for mnnufacturing purposes, but they 
•were found too small and too fine in 
•texture to be useful. 


Dr. Buckland says that many of the 
•elephants' tusks brought to London for 
'the use of workers in ivory are observed 
to have their surfaces grooved into small 
furrows of unequal depth as though cut 
•out by a very sharp-edged instrument. 
This is done by rats, which are fond of 
the gelatine or animal glue in the sub- 
•stance. 
The ivory cutter selects for his 
purposes by preference those tusks which 
have been gnawed ia this way, because 
they are the ones which contain the most 
gelatine and aro therefore the best iu 
iDaterial. 
Curiously enough, the trade, 
while giving this much recognition to 
the rats' work, has not recognized them 
.as the authors of it, the common belief 
in the business beiug that the ivory has 
^ been thus gnawed by alligators, 
ilow 
it is imagined that alligators get a chance 
to chew elephants' tusks is a problem. 


How many people have ever eaten jelly 
made from elephants* tusks? 
Yet it is 
•very good indeed. 
In the 
English 
factories where many tons of ivory are 
sawn up annually to make handles for 
knives and forks, great quantities of 
ivory dust are obtained. 
This dust is 
'.sold at the rate of sixpence a pound, 
.and, when properly boiled and prepared, 
it makes the finest, purest and most 
nutritious animal jelly known. 
Years 
ago ivory jelly was a very fashionable 
^remedy and much sought after. 


Rats aro remarkably intelligent ani- 
•mals, as may be perceived from the diifi- 
•culty that is experienced in catching 
them. 
They can be taught many tricks. 
Among other things it is possible to 
make them learn how to beg, to jump 
through a hoop, to drag a little cart ia 
Jiarneas and to carry sticks or money. 


l^ats have never found favor as a deli- 
'cacy for the table in Europe or in this 
country, but in many lands they are lel- 
ished as an article of diet. 
The slaves 
.of Jamaica used to regard them as a 
dainty, their masters not providing them 
with any other meat. 
Their method of 
cooking the toothsome rodents was to 
impale each one on a long wooden 
;Bkewer, after cleaning the animal and 
cutting off the tail, turning it 
briskly 
around over a fire until the hair was all 
burnt off. Then it was scraped until 
free from fur, and finally the end of the 
fikewer was stuck into the ground, in- 
.dined toward the fire until it was toasted 
dry and crisp, thus being made ready 
for the meal. 
Rats may commonly be 
seen for sale in the markets of any Chin- 
,eso town, split and pressed under a heavy 
•weight, so as to look somewhat like dried 
fish. 
In this shape the pig-tailcd orien- 
tal buys them, soaks them in water and 
then boils, roasts or fries thorn. 


Rats cause great annoyance on board 
.of ships. 
Dr. K.ane said that if asked 
what, after darkness, cold and scurvy, 
were the three besetting curses of his arc- 
tic sojourn, he would say rats, rats, rats. 
Iseverlheless, when iu distress for other 
food, he was afterward very glad to eat 
the pests, 
lie writes 


**Through the lo)ig winter night liana 
•used to beguile his lonely hours of watoh 
'by shooting rats with bow and arrow. 
The repugnance of my associates t(i share 
with me this table luxury gave me fre- 
quent advantage of fresh-meat soup, 
which contributed no doubt to ray com- 
parative immunity from scurvy." 


Again he writes: 
''Our diet will be 
only a stock of meat biscuit, to which I 
shall add for myself a few rats chopi>ed 
up and frozen into tallow balls,"

FOOD FOR YOUxSa CHICKS. 


Fowls have strong digestive organs 
and do not need their food ground. 
Young chicks are no exception to this 
rule. 
Because they are too little to cat 
whole coru grains, the corii is ground, 
mixed with water and fed. 
More than 
likely the ^rizzard, having nothing to 
grind, losses its power, just like any 
other unused organ does. 
The moist- 
ened, mushy mess stays in the crop 
until it ferments, while a feed of small 
particles of grain—cracked wheat is 
best of all—would bo ground up and 
keep the chick in thrifty condition. 
Cracked wheat is better for chickens 
than brand or wheat middlings. 
' It has 
more uourishmeut and it gives the gix- 
zard something to do.—Boston C'uiiiva- 
tor* 


CULTIVATION PAYS. 


Mr. J. K, Reeve, writing in the Farjn- 
Ilome, says: *'Some one has been 
asking whether it pays to go to the full 
length of extensive cultivation. 
Won't 
it really pay better to give just 
good, 
fair cultivation^ 
Does not the cost of 
excessive cultivation and fertilizing eat 
up the profits?" We recently put this 
question to the head gardener at Mr. 
Jay Gould's county seat, where it is 
needless to say, there is no question as 
expense or profit, but only an cll'ort to 
produce the best possible results. 
The 
fruit and vegetable garden was an exam- 
ple of thriftiness and 
productiveness 
such as is raiely seen even with the most 
advanced of professional market 
gar- 
deners, and the superintendent said that 
if he wcic gardening for profit he should 
pursue exactly the same course as he did 
then, because in his opinion it was the 
maximum production, however obtained, 
that gave the profit." 


BUEEr AND JJEESf 


For a fruit-grower to antagonize oee- 
culture, declares Dr. J. W. Vance, ar- 
gues the most stolid igaoronce and 
stupidity; but there are numerous cases 
on record where much opposition has 
come from that source. 
We have had 
one instance in this State, even of a 
sheep raiser who went to law with his 
bee-keeping neighbor, alleging that his 
bees injujed the clover in the pasture in 
which the sheep girazed. 


It is pretty well known to bee-keep- 
ers that bees not only do not injure the 
plants or fruit which they visit in gath- 
ering honey, but the bees are almost in- 
dispensaole to the fertility of the flowers. 
Many bee-keepers are engaged in fruit 
culture also, and regard the presence of 
bees as a great benefit to the product of 
fruit, rather than a damage to it. 
One 
of our most enlightened and progressive 
bee-keepers is a sheep raiser, and has no 
fear that the little busy bee, while im- 
proving each shining hour (as Dr. Watts 
says), visiting the clover blossoms of the 
sheep pasture, will withdraw aught of 
their 
nutritive 
property. — Wisco/isi/i 
Farmer. 


PRUKIKG 13LAC'JC OURnANTS. 


In this operation it must always be 
borne in mind that the black currant 
fruits best on wood of the previous 
summer; it is therefore best to encourage 
a free growth by cutting out the old 
wood after it has borne for two or three 
seasons, and training your branches up 
in its place. 
To secure this end it is not 
advisable to grow black currants on short 
stems, as is often done with red currants, 
as they are all the better if they throw 
up strong young shoots from the roots 
occasionally. 
In pruning young plants 
raised from cuttings they should be cut 
back until five or six good strong shoots 
are obtainedl to form a tree. 
These 
should then be left full length, and any 
small shoots cut back to one bud. After 
this all shoots that cross others may be 
cut out yearly, and the weakest shoots 
cut close so as to obtain a nice even- 
shaped tree, with an open center like a 
teecup. 
All branches that droop down 
lower than eighteen inches from the 
ground should bo cut off, as fruit that 
gets splashed with dirt is of no use in 
the market, and only fit for wine mak- 
ing. 
All old wood that is becoming 
weak should be cut out, and if a planta- 
tation begins to fail from old age it may 
be cut down to the ground and given a 
heavy dressing of manure. 
One year's 
crop will thus bo quite lost and pare of 
another, but the fruit will bo much 
larger afterwards on the young shoots 
which spring up abundantly from the 
old roots. 
After pruning is over the 
ground between black currants should 
always bo forked over, putting manure 
on first if the ground is poor,—Jgiivml 
oj Horticulture, 


»MUX OF 
GRAIN. 


According to German publications, 
Dr. Oskar Brefeld, of Berlin, and Pro- 
fessor oi Botany at Munater, hw observed 


that the minute plants constituting the 
fungus disease of smut in grain send 
their fugitiro filaments into the substance 
of the host supporting them. 
Thereforo 
the smut fungus, ho explains, consists of 
two portions, viz: the threads (usually 
colorless and consequently not 
easily 
seen) and the bodies known as spores, 
which aro minute and spherical and in 
mass constitute the smut, as seen by the 
naked eye. 
These spores, when free 
from the grain or any other plant, aro 
able to germinate and produce multitudes 
oi snrout spores, which in time may re- 
produce themselves. 
This discovery was 
made by growing smut opores artificially 
in nutrient solutions and, it is said, up- 
sets the theory that smuts can live and 
grow only on plants known to be in- 
fested by them. 


Dr. Brcfeld found that the form of 
the fungus so grown corresponded with 
the fungi found in fresh dung. 
This 
explains why fields spread with fresh 
dung were specially liable to attacks of 
smut. 
The spread of the smut was 
greatly increased by spreading the fresh 
dung on the earth. 
Thisinfiuenceof the 
dung was lost with age. 
Old rotted 
manure was not injurious. 
The inference 
drawn is that fresh dung should not be 
used on grain fields. 


The above, should it be found true on 
American fields, would constitute a good 
reason why manure should be left iu 
heaps to rot, instead of being hauled out 
and spread as soon as made, as is now the 
practice of many farmers. 
It is, how- 
ever, worthy of inquiry, whether danger 
does not arise more from smut-infected 
provender consumed than from greenness 
of the manure. 


An American authority 
quotes Dr. 
Brefeld as saying that in nature the vi- 
tality of corn smut may be preserved in- 
definitely in the dung of animals that 
have eaten smutty corn, and it is ready 
to form mycelial tubes and enter the corn 
when the latter is planted in ground fer- 
tilized with such manure. 
According to 
the botanist of the Nebraska Experiment 
Station, smut spores may grow in manure 
and liquids in the barnyard for an iadefin- 
1 ite period.—^cw York World.

The Specie-Room on Shipboaril. 
In these days of heavy gold shipmeutfi 
the specie-room on the steamship is a 
very important institution. 
It is located 
in an out-of-the-way place 
amidships, 
under the saloon 
Few of the passengers 
know of its existence, or of the valuable 
treasure that is carried across the ocean 
whh them. 
The room varies flightly 
on diHorent ships, but is usually about 
eixteen feet long, by ton feet wide, and 
eight feet high.

SWEEPIKG A lioosr. 


In sweeping a room a few simple rules 
are all that aro needed. 
Lot all orna- 
ments, small toilet articles and the like 
be placed on the bed and that entirely 
covered with a sheet. 
It is well to have 
sleeping covers of unbleached cotton 
sheeting, large enough to drape such 
pieces of furniture as cannot conveniently 
be moved from the room. All chairs,otto- 
mans, light tables, etc., should be dusted 
and set in the hall or an adjoining room. 
Loop up curtains and draperies so that 
they will clear the floor. Have rugs or 
mats removed first and shaken in tho 
open air. 
Shut the doors and raise the 
windows, unless the weather should bo 
exceptionally cold. 
In that case the air- 
ing may be deferred until tho sweeping 
is finished. The fresh exercise generally 
creates a glow that makes cool air de- 
sirable. 
Let tho sweeper, attired in au 
old gown made conveniently short (a 
wash dress is to be preferred), her head 
tied up in a good-sized handkerchief or 
covered with a sweeping cap, attack the 
work bravely. 
Sweep from one side oi 
the room, leaving: a space into which to 
push the furniture, as that impedes the 
progress of the broom. 
Leave nothing 
unmoved that can be moved, and see 
that no corner is allowed to harbor duat 
or fluff. Drive the dust into the middla 
of the room, gather into a dustpan and 
bestow at once in the fire. Let the dust 
settle thoroughly before the '»setting to 
rights" is begun. 
Wipe ofl; base board, 
door panels and other woodwork first. 
A square yard of cheese cloth neatly 
hemmed makes the best duster. 
It is

powder, rub in ten spoonfuls of butter, 
make a soft dough .with sweet milk, 
spread one half over tho bottom of a 
pan; slice five or six tart apples and 
spread over the dough, put the remain- 
der 
of the dough over tho apples. 
Steam until done. 
Serve with 
rich 
sauce. 


Apple Dumplmgs—Make rich crust, 
peel and core some tart apples, roll out 
the crust, cut in squares, lay an apple 
on each, fill the center with butter and 
sugar, inclose in the crust, lay in a pun, 
cover with plenty of butter and eugar^ 
add a litte water aud set in tho stove, 
bake until brown; grate nutmeg over, 
and serve with the sauce in the pan, 


Apple Compote—Stow 
some peeled 
apples in a pan with sugar and water, 
add 
cinnamon 
and lemon peel cut ia 
strips. 
Boil, lay iu a dish to 
cool; 
boil the syrup thick and pour over. 


Applo Tartlete—Boil very tender a 
dozen rich apples, beat smooth and aiid 
tho yolks of six eggs, the juice and j tud 
of two lemons, half a cup of butii r, 
one and a half of sugar; beat all to- 
gether and line small tins with puff pabte, 
fill ynth the mixture and bake in a very 
hot oven five minutes.

Proceedings. 


Thursday was the day set for the 
hearing of the applications for licen- 
ses in Littlestown. 
The Orieinal po 
titions of Charles A Wiest and Joseph 
A. Ocker were again presented, ac- 
companied by petitions for transfer 
to James Ockev and Geo Riffle. Mr. 
McConauchy represented the remon- 
strants. He presented a remonstrance 
signed by 156 women and 30 young 
women against the granting of the 
licenses. Mr. McConauchy complain- 
ed of the shota time allowed for the 
preparations of his side of the case. 
Because of that and the several mat- 
ters alleged against the character of 
the applicants, contained in his mo- 
tion to dismiss the applications, the 
Court postponed its decision until 
next Tuesday. 
At that time a very 
wide range will be given to the inqui- 
ry. The following are ai>me of the 
points made by Mr. McConaughy 
against the granting of the licenses: 


The judgments of the court are fi- 
nal and conclusive and there is no 
power in the court to open them, and 
if there were no new matter or after 
discovered evidence has been alleged, 
to justify the court in opening up the 
final adjudication as in the case of a 
motion for new trial. 


As to the National, Chas. A. Wiest 
is estopped by his abandonment of 
said application (aside from the final 
judgment of refusal of said applica- 
tion) and by his removal from said 
Borough of Littlestown and Adams 
county to Hanover in York county 
and obtaining a transfer of hdtel li- 
cense from A. P. Barker and taking 
said license for the current year he be- 
came incapable of beiBg granted this 
license. 


As to the Central, Jos. A. Ocker is 
estopped by his abandonment of said 
application and his selling of his furn- 
iture and equipment of said hotel and 
his declaration of his intention to re- 
move from this State and his prepa- 
ration for removal. 
He cannot be 
used 10 bridge over said abandonment 
into a new application, the opportun- 
ity afforded by the law for a license 
for said Central having expired so far 
as the current year is concerned. 


As to the new applicants it was al- 
leged that Geo, Riflle has rendered 
himself incapable of having such li- 
cense given to him by his conduct 
whilst barkeeper at the National in 
violating the liquor laws by selling to 
James W. Ocker on Sunday and elec- 
tion day within the last year. 


James W. Ocker has rendered him- 
self incapable of having such license 
given to him by himself violating the 
liquor laws by buying and drinking 
liquor both on Sunday and election 
day within the past year, and by oth- 
er conduct rendering him not a man 
of good moral character nor of tem- 
perate habits as required by the law.

EVER before in tho

August. 
T h e r e 
havo been as larprc 
crops before, 
but 
probably never was 
there so heavy an 
export demand for 
..oMT.-^our cereals. 
It is 
I S C t h c value of wheat 
for export 
which 
-makes the price received by the farmer 
for his bird work, and hence it is of 
great importance how the grain is moved 
from the farm to the seaboard. 
The 
principal route for the surplus products 
.of the great West is by way of the great 
lakes to Bnifalo, and theucc to the Coast 
-by the Erie Canal and the railroad lines. 
A 
considerable part 
of the surplus 
reaches the seaboard by rail to Atlantic 
and Pacific ports, and some goes down 
the Mississippi to Now Orleans and other 
Soutliorn ports. 
It is safe to say, how- 
ever, that fully three-fourths of the sur- 
plus takes the great Northern water 
route. 


The principal lake porta of accumula- 
tion arc Chicajio, Duluth, Superior, Mil- 
-i-waukee, Gladstone, Port Huron, Detroit 


aa cars. 
Tho structure is one hundred 
and fifty-oiffht feet on tho water front, 
one hundred and forty-threo feet deep, 
and one hundred and fifteen feet to tho 
highest point. 
It has one hundred and 
ten bins, storiuij from 6500 to 8500 
bushels each, and the total storajro ca- 
pacity of the house is 900,000 bushels. 
So admirable are its -working facilities, 
that a million of bushels can be turned 
over from vessel to boat, or car, every 
week, and that working only 
during 
daylight Lours. 


Tho house has two towers in front. 
These hold the ''legs" for elevatinir tho 
grain from vessel into store. 
Inside of 
each leg is an endless belt, with buckets 
eveiy six or eight inches. 
The belt, be- 
ing revolved by steam power, carries the 
grain up into the tower, whcncc it is 
conveyed by gravity and means of othet 
legs into the storage bins. 
The other 
tower moves on a track, and may be 
placed so that its legs will fit into a 
second hatch of the vessel in which the 
first or stationary leg is working. 


Boats arc loaded by means of long 
spouts (one of which is shown on the left- 
hand iiide oi the illustration). 
Grain is 
run out of tho bottom of the bin, elevated 
into the shipping tower, weighed on 
huge scales, and allowed to run through 
the spoutinto the boat. 
Cars are loaded, 
on two tracks running through the eleva- 
tor, the grain going directly from the 
bins into them. 


The terminal, as it is called, can un- 
load vessels, no matter how large, at an 
average rate of 16,000 bushels per hour, 
can load two canal boats with 8000 
bushels each, every forty-five minutes, 
and twenty cars every hour, averaging 
700 bushels each. 
Thus it can haodlo 
fully 40,000 bushels 
per hour. 
The 
terminal has a record of elevating from 
one steamer, 
November 
12th, 
1891, 
90,000 bushels of wheat m five hours.

Prior to 1843, the little grain brought 
by vessel to Buffalo was unloaded by 
means ol buckets hoisted by hand, and 
wheeled into the warehouse.

the vessel carried tho grain in bags.

the year named, Joseph Dart built the 
first'elevator. 
It was a crude affair, of 
course, but it embodied substantially the 
principles of the modern elevator. 
The 
house had storage room for only 55,000 
bushels, and bad elevating capacity for 
about 1000 bubuels per hour. 
It could 
not elevate and discharge grain at the 
same time. 
Improvements were made 
from time to time until the present and 
nearly perfect elevator was evolved.—

Some of these humble tenants are only 
here temporarily to study music, art, 
medicine or industrial work; some are 
alone in the world, widowed or bereft of 
family and dependent on their own re- 
sources for a livelihood; some are pro- 
fessional nurses, governesses, housekeep- 
ers, ladies' maids and dressmakers out of 
employment; some, estranged from rel- 
atives, are playing sad i)arts in the trag- 
edy of life—but all are poor and many 
arc nobly brave. 


That there are attic philosophers in 
this congress of homeless sisters is obvi- 
ous enough, but the following sketches, 
£c mewhat reluctantly contributed, are 
interesting from a social as well as a do- 
mestic point of view. 


The author of the following is an Ohio 
girl, employed as a decorator and de- 
signer in a novelty manufacturing com- 
pany at a possible salary of $60U a year. 
Kow and then she gets an order for a 
handkerchief box or keepsake, and in 
that way manages to keep up appear- 
ances. 
Miss ''Brush" write 


«•I came to New York because I 
thought there was a bigger field here than 
in Cleveland, 
I forgot to reckon the 
difference in living expenses, that tax me 
to the utmost, and I am ashamed to go 
back. 
I love my friends too well to live 
with them, and for tho sake of having a 
genteel address on my letters and card I 
have adapted myself to tne 
narrow 
limits, tho chill and cheerlessness of a 
hall bedroom. 
I pay §4 a week for an 
'apartment' originally designed for a 
bathroom on the fourth floor of a swell 
boarding-house in Gramercy Park. 
The 
window is in the ceiling. That gives me 
good light to paint by when the weather 
is not too cold to work, and a matchless 
view of the sky. 
Indeed, if I had not 
been forced by circumstances to take the 
room I should have missed the many 
pleasant hours I have passed in bed 
counting the stars and watching the 
clouds sail past. 
I must say, too, that I 
have been sinijularly free from intrusions, 
due less to delicacy and consideration on 
the part of the servants and acquaintances 
generally than a physical aversion to 
scaling iny heights. 
When friends and 
creditors call the ease-lovmg butler says, 
*not at home,' on general principles, and 
settles with his conscience afterwards. 


''It has always seemed to me that as a 
nation we use too much food. 
Part of 
the excess is thrown away and the rest 
eaten. 
As a result the women get coarse, 
gross and fat; tho faoiilj is kept poor 
by the cook. 
I am not fat. 
1 couldn't

The Nitrate Kiu'^, 


Colnnol North (John Thoma.q ho was 
christened) is now many times a million- 
aire, but fifty years a^o ho WAS almost a'* 
p o o r a boy as was to be found in tho 
neighborhood of Leeds. 
His father was 
a mechanic, and his son had the advan- 
tajre of tho ordinary schools until he was 
fifteen, when ho was apprenticed to a 
firm of wheelwrights and encfineorg. 
Later he was in tho employ of the great 
steam-plow builders 
the 
Fowlers, of 
Leeds, and there ho became a kind of 
sub-foreman. 
When he had married a 
girl in a higher social station than his 
own—social station 
was regulated 
in 
Leed then, as it is now, by ones personal 
possessions—and his lather had died, tho 
younsr man snuErht his fortune in South 
America, 
This was in 1861). 
When ha 
arrived in Chili ho found employment as 
a railway euiiineor. For ei;ihtcen months 
he retained this position, and then went 
to Peru, where the nitrate beds 
had 
already began to attract attention. 


From small besinnings and purchases 
before the '»boom" set in, North, in tho 
coursQ' of a few years, became the most 
considerable owner of nitrate properties 
in the territory of Tarapaea.
